1 . The amendment submitted by Applicant on June 6, 2008 has been received and 
entered. 

2. Claim 2 has been canceled. 
Claims 1, 3-37 are pending. 

3. Claims 1 , 3-37 are allowed. 

4. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

In the specification, page 29, lines 10-13, the words "Fig. 8 ... voltage;" have been 
deleted. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art to the present invention is Naji (U.S. Patent No. 6,055,178). 
Naji discloses a magnetic random access memory having target magnetic memory 
cells, reference magnetic memory cells, current sensor including resistors and sense 
amplifiers. Naji fails to show or suggest the limitation of sense (reference) voltage is 
generated by dividing the voltage of the first power supply by the first (reference) 
tunneling magnetic resistance and the first (second) resistance section of the selected 
(reference) cell (claims 1, 12-21), or the first (second) resistance has a second (fourth) 
and a third (fifth) tunneling magnetic resistance connected in series (claims 3-4), or a 
breakdown voltage preventing circuit connected between a ninth terminal and the 
plurality of memory cells to prevent a voltage higher than a predetermined voltage from 
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being applied to the plurality of memory cells (claim5), or the first constant voltage 
section, the first current section and the second current section in the read section 
(claims 6-1 1 ), or first (second) resistance section including at least one tunneling 
magnetic resistance, having a first (second) resistance, and a comparing section 
configured to compare a sense voltage at a cell node between the first resistance 
section and the selected cell with a reference voltage at a reference cell node between 
the second resistance section and the selected reference cell and to output the 
comparison result (claims 22-37).
